NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Lectures  on  Light,  Heat  and  Electricity,  with  weekly  exam- 
inations in  Arnott’s  Physics  on  the  properties  of  Matter,  Statics, 
Dynamics,  Pneumatics,  Acoustics  and  Hydrostatics  : Lectures 
on  the  Chemistry  of  all  the  Non-Metallic,  and  of  a large 
portion  of  the  Metallic  Elements  and  their  Compounds. 

MORAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  LOGIC. 

One  hour  for  Lecture  ; the  other  hour  of  the  day  was  devoted 
to  examination  on  the  Lecture  previously  heard  and  to  the 
reading  of  Essays.  The  students  were  required  to  write  an 
Essay  each  week,  which  was  read  and  criticised  in  the  class. 


FACULTY  OF  THEOLOGY, 


ORIENTAL  LANGUAGES. 

Junior  Class — Elements  of  Hebrew  Grammar.  Read  from 
the  Books  of  Genesis,  Exodus,  the  Psalms,  and  the  Song  of 
Solomon,  the  passages  being  carefully  analysed.  Progressive 
Exercises  in  rendering  English  into  Hebrew. 

Senior  Class — Elements  of  the  Grammar,  both  Hebrew  and 
Chaldee.  Read  in  Hebrew  from  Genesis,  Exodus,  Judges, 
I.  and  11.  Samuel,  Proverbs,  the  Song  of  Solomon,  and  Isaiah ; 
and  in  Chaldee  from  Daniel  and  Ezra.  Careful  analysis  of 
the  passages.  Translations  from  English  into  Hebrew. 

BIBLICAL  CRITICISM. 

Criticism  of  the  Old  Testament : Dissertations  from  the  Stu- 
dents on  the  leading  subjects. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 

Lectures,  Examinations,  and  Essays,  on  the  subject  of  the 

Course.  

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 

The  business  of  the  Theological  Class  for  the  present  session 
may  be  given  in  the  following  brief  synopsis  : — 

1.  A very  full  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Personality  and 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Sanctification  ; 

2.  A somewhat  full  course  on  the  doctrine  of  Moral  Govern- 
ment, and  the  great  principles  of  the  Moral  Law  ; 
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3.  A series  of  Lectures  was  also  given  on  Pastoral  Ideology 
and  the  preparing  of  discourses  for  the  Pulpit. 

The  students  were  regularly  examined  on  t:h6  Lectures, 
and  were  required  to  write  an  Essay  each  week  on  some  sub- 
ject in  Theology : they  also  delivered  discourses  according  to 
their  standing  ; and  were  occasionally  examined  on  What  they 
read  in  Theology  in  private. 


JL  HE  Sixteenth  Session  of  Queen’s  College  will  begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  i 
October  ['7th  October]  t85'7,  at  which  date  all  Intrants  and  regular  Students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  are  required  to  be  present. 

The  Divinity  Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
Candidates  for  matriculation  as  regular  Students  of  the  first  year  will  undergo  an 
examination  before  the  College  Senate  in  the  first  three  books, of  the  ^neid  of 
Virgil ; the  first  three  books  of  Caesar’s  Commentaries ; Mair’s  Introduction ; the 
Oreek  Grammar ; the  first  book  of  Euclid  ; and  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  Y ulgar  and 
Decimal  Fractions,  and  the  Extraction  of  Roots,  inclusive.'  j 

The  only  charges  are  £1  for  Matriculation  Fee ; £2  for  each  class  per  session,  to 
be  paid  on  admission  to  the  Classes  ; and  additional  in  the  ^'Natural  Philosophy 
Class,  for  expenses  of  apparatus. 

The  Boarding  arrangements  will  be  announced  in  a subsequent  advertisement. 
Each  Student  on  entering  must  produce  a certificate  of  Moral  and  Religious  Cha- 
racter from  the  Minister  of  the  Congregation  to  which  he  belongs. 

A certain  number  of  Scholarships  or  Bursaries  will  be  aAvarded  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Session.  The  Bursaries  for  Students  of  the  first  year  will  be  conferred 
on  those  who  display  the  greatest  proficiency  in  the  subjects  of  examination  for 
matriculation.  For  Students  of  previous  years,  the  subjects  of  examination  for 
Scholarship’s  will  be  the  studies  of  former  Sessions. 

The  Pkeparatory  Department,  or  College  School,  will  be  conducted  as  usual, 
under  the  charge  of  competent  Masters.

The  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of 
Queen’s  College  announce,  that  their  third  Ses- 
sion will  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
November,  1856,  and  continue  till  the  end  of 
April.

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The  candidate  for  Graduation  must  have 
been  at  least  Four  Years  engaged  in  the  acqui- 
sition of  professional  knowledge;  and,  during 
that  time,  must  have  attended,  for  Three  Ses- 
sions, Lectures  in  some  recognized  Medical 
School. 

One  Year  engaged  with  a respectable'’medi- 
cal  practitioner,  previous  or  subsequent  to  the 
Three  Sessions’  attendance  on  lectures,  will 
be  equivalent  to  attending  lectures  a fourth 
session. 

One  Session,  at  least,  must  have  been  passed 
in  this  University ; during  which  time  all  the 
above-named  classes  must  have  been  attended. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  give  proof, 
previous  to  his  examination,  of  his  classical 
attainments*;  and  to  present  to  the  Faculty  a 
Thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical 
subject. 

He  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  before 
receiving  his  Degree. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  will  be 
received  from  any  incorporated  Medical  School 
in  the  British  dominions  ; and,  also,  from  others 
recognized  by  the  British  Colleges.  Other  cer- 
tificates of  attendance  on  Lectures  will  he  admit- 
ted at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 


* The  London  Pharmacopoeia  and  Gregory’s  Conspectus,  or 
Caesar’s  Commentaries,  are  the  works  which  the  Medical  Schools 
of  Upper  Canada  have  agreed  to  examine  in  next  session. 
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The  fees  payable  will  be  $12  for  each  class; 
except  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery,*  which 
will  be  $6  each,  and  will  entitle  the  Student  to 
Hospital  attendance.! 

Attendance  on  two  courses  of  any  class  enti- 
tles to  a perpetual  ticket. 

The  Graduation  Fee  is  $30,  and  the  annual 
Matriculation  Fee  $2. 

A grant  of  money  having  been  obtained  from 
the  Provincial  Legislature,  the  Professors  will  be 
supplied  with  everything  necessary  to  conduct 
the  course  with  efficiency.  A large  increase  of 
accommodation  in  Lecture  Rooms,  &c.,  will  be 
afforded  this  sesson,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege, to  the  Medical  Faculty.

I Abundant  material  will  be  supplied  this  Ses- 
sion, as  it  has  been  during  the  two  past,  for 
Practical  Anatomy. { 


* Students  attending  the  Surgical  Clinique  will  have  the  ben- 
efit of  the  experience  of  Dr  Thornton,  Surgeon  of  the  9th  Regi- 
ment ; who  will  deliver  a series  of  Lectures  relative  to  the  Sur- 
gery of  the  Crimean  campaign. 

f In  the  “Announcement”  of  last  year,  it  was  stated  in  a foot 
note  that  “ Should  any  general  arrangement  be  entered  into  by 
the  Provincial  Medical  Schools,  the  same  fees  will  be  charged 
here  as  elsewhere ; but  no  advance  will  be  made  on  the  tees 
above  named  to  students  matriculating  here  next  session.”  Ac- 
cordingly, a correspondence  took  place  on  the  subject  with 
other  Upper  Canadian  Medical  Schools,  and  the  result  has  been 
the  Tariff  above.  This  change,  however,  cannot  affect  those 
who  matriculated  here  last  session ; as  the  Faculty  consider 
themselves  bound  by  their  previous  announcement.

Dr.  William- 
son, to  be  expended  in  apparatus  for  the  Natural  Philosophy 
Class.

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  usual  Petitions  for  the 
annual  grant,  had  been  presented  to  the  Governor  General, 
and  to  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Secretary  having  reported  that  considerable  diffi- 
culty existed  in  regard  to  the  title  to  lot  16,  in  the  3rd  con.

of  Osgoodc,  Mr.  Drummond  and  the  Secretary  were  ap- 
pointed a Committee  to  arrange  for  the  sale  of  the  lot,  if 
possible,  with  power  to  take  legal  advice  in  the  matter. 

The  Secrctarj  was  instructed  to  take  steps  for  collect- 
ing several  amounts  overdue  on  Mortgages  to  the  College. 

Instructions  were  given  to  invest  the  £200  remitted 
by  the  Ladies’  Association  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  To- 
ronto, in  'Commercial  Bank  Stock,  as  a permanent  endow- 
ment for  a Bursary. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  effected  £1000 
additional  Insurance  on  the  College  Buildings,  in  the 
“ Boyal,”  as  instructed  at  last  meeting. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  ascertain  the  value  of 
the  College  lands  through  the  Appraisers  of  the  Trust  and 
Loan  Company  of  Upper  Canada. 

A letter  was  laid  upon  the  table  from  the  Eev.  Fran- 
cis Uicoll,  of  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland,  applying  for  the 
vacant  Chair. 

A letter  was  read  from  J.  W.  Cook,  Esq.,  enclosing  ^ 
the  sum  of  £12  10s.,  from  the  Sabbath  School  of  St.  An- 
drew’s Church,  Quebec,  as  a Bursary. 

A letter  was  read  from  Gr.  M.  Innes,  Esq.,  of  the  Eoy- 
al  Canadian  Eifles,  applying  for  information  respecting  a 
Bursary  for  a son  of  Quarter  Master  Harkness,  the  latter 
having  been  killed  at  the  late  Eailroad  accident. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  drawn  up  and 
printed,  the  Annual  Synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  George  stated  that  he  had  again  receiv- 
ed the  sum  of  £7  stg.  from  the  Student’s  Missionary  Asso-  ■ 
ciation  of  the  University  at  Aberdeen.  Dr.  George  also 
stated  that  the  Eev.  David  Watson,  of  Thorah,  had  promi- 
sed a Bursary  next  year. 

On  application  of  the  Eev.  Dr.  George,  the  Executive 
Committee  appropriated  the  sum  of  £6  as  an  additional 
“Merit  Bursary.” 

The  following  appropriations  were  also  made : 

To  provide  Prizes  at  the  close  of  the  Session,  £16. 

Eemuneration  to  Librarian,  £4. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  George  having  reported  that  several 
Students  had  formerly  received  Bursaries  on  the  under- 
standing that  if  they  did  not  enter  the  University  they 
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were  to  be  refunded,  but  wbicb  agreement  bad  not  been 
carried  out,  the  Secretary  to  the  Senatus  was  directed  to 
write  to  such  parties,  demanding  restitution  of  the  amounts 
so  paid  to  them. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  make  enquiry  respecting 
any  books  which  might  havje  been  purchased  or  collected 
for  the  use  of  the  College  by  the  late  Eev^d.  Prof.  Smith. 

The  Secretary  was  also  directed  to  ask  the  authority 
of  the  Colonial  Committee  to  draw  for  the  annual  Grant.
